The Marquis de Valori, Minifter of France at 
this Court, had lately an Audience of his Majefty, in | 
which he gave him the ftrongeft Affurances, that, not- 
withftanding the Accident that had happened to M. Bel- 
leifle, the moft Chriftian Kg, his Mafter, would infal- 
libly perform all his Engagements to his Majefty, with 
the utmoft Punctuality. It is, however, generally be- 
lieved here, that his Majefty only waits the Arrival of 
the Count de Schmettsy, and the Report he is to make 
of his Negotiations at Paris, before he fends the Count 
de Rothenbourg thither, with a definitive Account of 
his Dem.nds; all of which muft be complied with, 
before the King thinks of taking the Field in the Spring. 
It is likewife faid, that his Majefty will {peedily appoint 
anew Minifter to refide at the Court of Petersbourg; 
and will fend a General Officer to Drefden, as foon as 
the Court returns thither, in order to execute a Com- 
miflion of great Importance. We are raifing feveral 
new Regiments here; and ali imaginable Pains is taken 
to recruit the old ones without delay.
